NO CAUSE FOR DISQUIET - 
IN THE FINANCIAL SITUATION, : 

While the notification from the Kleinworts that they may have to exercise the right 
under the war clause of their contract and refuse to carry out the purchase of the remainder 
of the city bonds comes at a time when it will have a disquieting effect, it does not necessarily 
follow that their notification is final, or that they will not be able to fulfilt the contract as per 
the original arrangement, rs 

The original agreement was for the purchase from the city of $11,000,000 worth as 
bonds, on four payments of 25 percent each. ‘Two of these payments have already been 
made. The third is due in August. Kleinworts, of course, like every other bond house, are 
brokers, and should the financial situation become so acute in London that they are unable 
to place the Edmonton loan among their clients they, necessarily, will be unable to meet 
their part of the engagement for the remaining 50 per cent of the loan which the city re- 
quired in order to carry out its full programme. © 

There is this ray of sunshine about the situation, however, that the powers in Europe 
have arranged, with the single exception of Austria, to localize the Balkan war and to leave 
the countries involved to fight it out among themselves. Should Austria come into this ar- 
rangement there is practically no probability that Europe can become involved in a general 
war, in which case the bond market should be very much improved within the next 30 or 
60 davs. instead of the situation becoming more acute. That an improvement is looked for is 
evident by the stock market reports, which indicate very clearly that no break in prices 
worthy of mention followed the declaration of war hy Servia, Montenegro and Greece. Had 
the financial men believed that a general war was impending the consequences of such an 
outcome would have been discounted upon the stock market and the break in the price of 
securities would have occurred at least a week ago. 

Should the Kleinworts fail, however, to take up the balance of the bonds, Edmon- 
tonians will have the consolation that their city is in first class condition to meet the situa- 
tion. It will mean, of course, that quite a large amount of work which was contemplated for 
this vear cannot be carried out, and such non-revenue extensions as paving, sidewalk con- 
struction, intensive lighting, and other work of a similar nature, will have to be curtailed for 
the present, but the city already has been able to do a great deal more in this line than any 
other city in Canada this year, and compared .to such cities as Saskatoon, which has not been 
able to get a dollar of its debentures sold, or Vancouver, which is financing Its improve- 
ments entirely upon treasury warrants, or Calgary, which has managed to place only a couple 
of millions, Edmonton’s situation has been fortunate indeed. r 


In another respect it is the most fortunate of the cities of Canada, and that is in the 
respect that ils utilities are now all upon a revenue-producing basis. The electric department 
is making a steady surplus of $10,000.a month, or thereabout, and has a surplus piled up 
ahead of it of approximately $150,006, an amount sufficient to provide for any immediate 
ar pressing requirements in the nature of extensions necessary to meet the'demands of the’ 
present summer and next winter, and to relieve it of any immediate inconyenience through 
the tightness of the money market. The streetrailway has just arrived at the fortunate posi- 
tion that it is overcoming its deficit: With the completion of the Spruce and Nelson loop- 
line extensions, the money for which was provided long ago and which, as the commissioners 
informed the council recently, is at present available for this purpose, the street railway depart- 
ment should be able 1o meet all obligations every month out of revenue, without any further 
deficit, The telephone has always paid its way, and has at present a surplus, a part of which 
has already been devoted to capital expenditure and more of which may be used to meet the 
most pressing requirements. The waterworks department has been the most difficult pro- 
position, but with the installation of meters to prevent the wasting of water and with other 
economies contemplated this department may also be depended upon to give a good account 
of itself from this time torward. 


In fact, the situation is simply that there is no large work arranged for that the citizens 
cannot get along without for a while, and should the bond buyers fail to fulfill their agreement 
for the purchase the only effect will be that some of the work will be delayed for a time. 


In the present juncture all loyal! Edmontonians will agree that, whatever the outcome, 
Mayor Short has done all that could have been expected of him in the matter of placing the 
bonds. In, fact, it must be admitted that his placing of the bonds at a time when other 
cities were unable to do the same is the best thing that he has done this year and should 
the Kleinworts fail to make good upon the balance of the purchase the fault will not lie with 
the mayor or with the administration, but is due entirely to circumstances over which they 
have had no manner of control.

It Is not often that two acts on one

. to the Richness of the Milk In 
the Western Country. 


Dr. Whitelaw, medical 
health, rotirned to the clty yesterday 
afler enending a counla of weeks In 
the east. © While away tha-doctor at- 
tended the Merical Association Gon- 
vention in London, Ontario, held from 
June 24th to 27th, 

The Friedmann oure was roundly 
condemned at tha convention by the 
medical profession generally, not he- 
cause of jealousy on tthe part of the 
medical men, but on account of the 
many who will be Induced to try the 
cure. since it has been commercialized. 
!The medical profession feel that ft Is 
thelr duty to nolnt out to the nublic 
that the eure is not a success and mo- 
ney spent on {t will only the thrown 
away. The ‘subject was thoroughly 
discussed at the convention 

In alitendance at ‘tlie convention were 
many of the most prominent medical 
men in-the United States, among them 
being Drs, Baker = and— Cnilen, from 
Baltimore, and Drs. Ochner and Mur- 
’ {phy from Chieazo. Some of these dis- 
tinguished members ‘of the medical pro- 
jfession had chinies, having patients on 
the mlatiform during the sessions of the 
convention, 

Th discussing ithe milk question, Dr. 
Whitelaw catled the attention of. the 
delegates fo the fact that the western 
milk is richer than ‘the eastern: milk. 
This, he stated, was accounted for by 
‘the nutritive: nature of the western 
grasses. Some of the delegates were 
not Just ready to accept this statement, 
but. it was a fact, nevertheless.
